'fa,v4ho faith, that Princes are obnoxious to abuſes ofMi- 
niſters,and it could nor at all rimes be prevented ; there- 
fore he ſent Meſſengers, thatLercers,orDifparches ſent in 
his name,chat were not warrantable by Law,and agreea- 
ble to Juftice-, ſhould not be conceived to bee done by 
him,and therefore they ſhould not give way- unto it. 
Sir,l find anotter 4ooke, and [ beſeech you, let 
it be apprehended; for I hope } ſhall cleere ſome 
miſprifions. Graszax did not onely note and con- 
fefle the ſame,bur added the reaſon alfo,which the 
Maſters of the Civill Law can alfoteſtifie, from 
their 5ookes wherein it is thus expreſſed,Quod 7. 
Leretundts potentium 11 iftigationt, principes ſepe 
reſtringuntur ut non concedenda concedant;becauſe 
that. oftentimes with importunity of Minifters,& 
thoſe about them, Princes are drawne to grant 
things not fit ta be granted. As it was in thar;fo it 
may be 18 this.
